- SPLENDID WATER SUPPLY

Construction of Water-Works Is Pro-
gressing at Lively Rate.

That Dallas will bave the coldest
and purest mountain water of any
town in the Willamette Valley, no one
will doubt after visiting the source of
supply on Canyon Creek. The intake
is nearing completion, and is a plece
of work well worth making the trip
upto the mountains to see. The entire
stream 1s filtered through 100 feet of
gand and gravel, and the water will
be absolutely free from every im-
purity before entering the pipe which
is to convey It to the reservolr a mile
west of town. No dams or screens are
used in the construction of the intake,
consequently there will be no danger
from fire or Inconvenlence or annoy-
ance from floating leaves and trash.
Oanyor Creck iz one of the floest
streams 1o the Coast mountalns, aod
with the precautions that have been
taken to obtaln a8 supply of water ab-
golutely clear of contamivation, the
danger of impure water will be re-
duoed to the minimum.

The ditch gang, under the super-
vision of W, L. Soehren, Is making
good progress, one and one-half miles
of ditch being completed already. If
nothing unforeseen oceurs to prevent,
the ditch will be completed to the
erossing of the LaCreole just above
the Hallock mill early next week.
